HOW TO DEAL WITH RUSSIA. 
If Russia renounces all intention or effort to attack 
other nations or to change the character of their gov- 


ernments, other n 


own national problems and will recognize any form of 


working government the Russians choose to establish. 

This*is the essence of the best plan that has yet been 
suggested for dealing with Russia and apparently is 
‘favorably regarded by President Wilson and British 


Premier Lioyd George. 


The plan is sound in principle. It recognizes the right 


of self-determination on the part of the Russian people— 


a right of all peoples for which we stand. It meets the 


greatest danger to world peace W hich has arisen from 
the consequences of the late war 


The anarchy which prevails in Russia and the prole- 
tariat tyranny which has destroyed all industrial and 
social organization to achieve its class ends, is injurious 
to all nations, but this is’ the concern of the Russians 
themselves. who are the worst sufferers. The real men- 
ace of Bolshevism fow the civilized world is the avowed 
intent and actual efforts of the Bolshevist leaders to 
overthrow all Governments by force or propaganda. 
Lenin declared a world war of one class against all other 
classes and against every established Government. He 
appealed to wage earners and the dispossessed every- 
where to seize power and property and overthrow all 
political, social and industrial organizations and order. 

Against this project of tyranny and rapine and an- 


-archy, which threatened civilization and the foundations 


of justice and liberty, it is necessary for other nations to 
defend -themselves. It has stood in the way of any 
peaceful and satisfactory relationship with Russian Bol- 
shevism. 

The renunciation of this intent and the cessation of 
all effort to control other peoples would put Russia on 
a wholly different sis. It would offer an oppor- 
tunity for a working arrangement. The sole question 
then to be determined would be the actual standing of 


‘the Russian Government, whether it has sufficient 
authority and power to assume governmental responsi-— 
| bilities and obligations.

world is going to provide its own remedy. | Russia's internal problems in our way is intolerable. 
We cannot police Russia and set up a Government 


against the will of the Russians, without a military sub- 
jugation of Russia that is both unthinkable and im- 
possible.

STATE TAX BOARD’S SECOND YEAR. 

The State Tax Commission has reported to the Gov- 
ernor assessments totalling $4,152,525,194, which is $2,- 
224,457,664 more than the figure at which all property 
in the State was valued in 1918 by the Board of Equaliza- 
tion. Last year the Legislature was not in session when 
the equalizers did their destructive work. One of the 


excuses assigned for their tepudiation of the Tax Board's 


accomplishments for equal taxation was that, with as- 
sessments practically doubled, an excessive sum would 
be taken from the people at the rate previously fixed 
for State purposes. Gov. Gardner proposed that if the 
cash value assessments were adhered to, a special ses- 
sion should be called to reduce the rate, but the pro- 
posal was ignored. 


The equalizing body has no such excuse this vear. 


The Legislature is in session and can authorize a re- 
duction in rate proportioned to the increase in assess- 
ments. Indeed, one suggestion is that the rate shall 
be fixed in advance, so that the equalizers will have 
the alternative of maintaining the legal assessments or 
depriving the State of revenue essential to its needs 
What would the equalizers do in the face of such an 
alternative?

SAFEGUARDING THE RECALL. 

A bill regulating the exercise of the right of the recall! 
in St. Louis has been prepared by City Counselor Daues. 
The great need of this time seems to be safeguards 
against the destruction of the right through blurtders 
of the Election Board, but this bill only deals with pos- 
sible blunders in the preparation of petitions. It pro- 
vides that on the inauguration of a recall movement by 
00 citizens, blank petitions shall be provided by the 
Election Board, just as the ballots for elections are now 
provided—-an excellent feature. It also penalizes those 
who sign fraudulent names with a view to discrediting a 
recall. movement—-a feature that would have been of 
great value in the Kiel recall. But it adds that no per- 
son shall receive pay for the work of giving citizens an 
opportunity to sign recall petitions. Probably this is 
unconatitutional and impossible of enforcement. If the 
permanent clerical force of a civic organization should 
be sent out to circulate petitions, they would come within 
this provision, but could they be prevented from receiv- 
ing their stiuplated annual salaries during the interval? 

But assuming that it is legal and workable, why is it 
confined to recall workers’? Why does it not include 
persons employed to take political canvasses, to circulate 
campaign literature, to act as challengers and to per- 
form multifarious other duties for political committees 
always for very liberal pay”

BILLETED IN CASTLE 
OF A GERMAN PRINCE 


Lieut. R. H. Cherry, Former St. 
| oulsan, Relates Here Some 
of His War Experiences. 


Lieut. Robert H. Cherry of the 
‘Seventeenth Field Artillery, Second 
Division, a former St. Louisan, now 
residing at San Antonio, Tex., has 
returned to the United States after 
18 months service overseas. He 
passed through St. Louis yesterday 
and met several schoolday friends 
to whom he related some of his ex- 
periences in the war. He told of he 
and others of the American army of 
occupation recently being billeted for 
36 hours in the castle of one of the 
German Princes at Namely on the 
Rhine. 

It was the Second Division, the in- 
fantry of which consisted of Marines, 
that suffered the heaviest casualties 
of the American expeditionary 
\forces. Its replacements numbered 
($5,000. It was selected by Marshal 
Foch as a special reserve for the 


counter offensive of July 18, when/| 


the flower of the German army, in 
its drive on Paris, was turned back 


38 miles from the French capital. | 


The Second Division, attacking with 
the crack French territorial Moroc- 
can division,. broke the German line 
to a depth of seven kilometers, and 
earned the everlasting gratitude of 
the French Republic. 

In All Big Campaigns. 

The division participated in every 
noteworthy campaign in which the 
American army took part. Armistice 
day found the surviving remnants of 
the division at Beaumont, after they 
had crossed the Meuse under a terri- 
fic shell fire the night before. It has 
been said that the men were need- 
lessly sacrificed at that eleventh 
hour battle, but the men of the Sec. 
end Division saw in it a possible ex- 


planation of why the Germans. 


pleaded for a cessation of hostilities 

After that the Second Division 
moved into Germany as part of the 
army of occupation, and in due time 
reached the prince's castle, where it 
established a temporary battery 
headquarters, occupying the eptire | 
castle. The prince was in command 
of a field artillery at Hanover. but 
the princess was at home. If she 


objected to the presence of the van- 


souri I roops | 


kees she did not indicate the fact by 
a single word or act. She frequent- 
ly addressed the soldiers in German 
and, though none of them under- 
Stood what she was saving, they took | 
it for granted she was compliment- 
ing the men on the way they made 
themselves at home. 

During their stay of two days and 
a night the Americans inspected the | 
castle from cellar to attic and were 
much impressed with its magnifi- 
cence. 


Given Christmas Trees by Germans. 


Christmas found the division head- | 
quarters at Bendorf, where the 
Americans were treated.as honored 
guests by the inhabitants Christ- | 
mas trees were placed in the rooms 
they occupied and, although they 
took their meals at inns, they were 
served refrsehments by their hosts.

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WRITES OF RED CROSS 
WORK IN” SBERA 


[Riley H. Allen Tells of Aid to’ 


Typhus-Stricken Cities and 
of Relief Plans. 


A letter received here from Riley} 
H. Allen, a member of the Siberian | 
Commission of the American Red/! 
Cross, with which Maj. George W. | 
Simmons of St. Louis is connected, | 
tells of the work and plans of the 


Red Cross for affording relief to the | 


people of Siberia. 

After telling of the supplies al- 
ready furnished in typhus-stricken | 
cities, the letter says: | 

“A new phase of Red Cross relief | 
work is opening up—the phase of re- | 
construction for a country prostrat- 
ed by a war which inflicted 9,000,000 
casualties on its people, and by the 


‘destructive regime of the Bolsheviks. 


“This phase is taking to the far| 
West the Red Cross Commissioner 


to Siberia, Dr. R. B. Teusler, and 
'an inspection party which will swing 


out to Omsk and possibly beyond | 
and geturn to Viadivostok with plans 
matured for relief and welfare serv- 


ice at least to early summer and 
probably some months longer. 


Maj. Simmons in Party. 
“On Red Cross train No. 8, which 


_left Vladivostok on the night of Feb. | 
°6, were Lieutenant-Colonel Teusler, | 


commissioner; Maj. George W. Sim-| 
mons and Maj. Kendall Emerson, 
from America, and Maj. Riley H. 
Allen, secretary of the Siberian com- 
mission. The train carried also sev- 
eral Red Cross nurses. 

“Maj. Simmons and Maj. Emerson 
represent the War Council of the 
American Red Cross. Maj. Simmons 
is manager of the Red Cross South- 
western Division, with central head- 
quarters at St. Louis. This divi- 
sion has made under his forceful and 
inspiring leadership a splendid rec- 
ord of production of materials during 
the war. 

“This new program falls into two 
divisions. The first is the relief to 
be given through medical, clothing 
and hospital supplies. This has been 
the main activity of the Red Cross 
during the past seven months, and 
tremendous quantities of goods have 
been distributed, new hospitals have 
been opened and large quantities of 
medicines, chemicals, bandages, 
gauze, cotton, instruments, etc., have 
been. given to Russian and Czecho- 
Slovak hospitals and stations. 

Welfare Service. 

“The second part of the program 
is new. It is undertaken as an in- 
tegral part of the plan for the allies 
and Siberian Government to co-op- 
erate in reorganizing the .Transsi- 


| berian railroad and rehabilitating 


the broken-down line which is the 


| main artery of a great Northern con- 
tinent. This part of the program, 


briefly, consists in supplying Red 
Cross welfare service along the rail- 
road divisions to the extreme west, | 
much on the same system as Red 
Cross welfare service was supplied in 


‘camps, cantonments and the war 
| zone abroad. 


“The general relief work begun 


last fall and pushed throughout the 
| winter will be not only maintained. 
| but expanded during the next four 


months. The special train which is 


| taking the Red Cross inspection par- 


ty west bears also quantities of 
clothing and drugs. Train No. 9 will 
leave Viadivostok in a few days, and 
Trains 10 and 11 are being made 
up. Huge piles of blankets, under- 
wear, socks, sweaters, mufflers, 
overcoating and suiting material: 
hundreds of cases of bandages and 
other dressings and hospital sup- 
plies, dental and surgical equipment, 
field kitchens and miscellaneous 
supplies are in the warehouses or on 
long strings of freight cars at Vliad- 
ivostok, to be sent westward as fast 
as engines can be found to pull the 
loaded trains. 
Shortage of Engines. 

“The shortage of engines is acute: 
the whole Transsiberian road is crip- 
pled and general freight traffic is at 
a standstill. In some of the cities 
along the 4000 miles to the Urals 
there are hundreds of loaded cars 
that cannot be moved. but the Red 
Cross trains have been worked 
through somehow this winter, large- 
Iv because Americans were on the 
job who declined to be discouraged 
by delays and obstacles and persist- 
ed in their efforts until they got the 
engines. 

“When agreement was reached 
among the allies, with the Siberian 
Government participating, to put a

“On paper, on paper,’ said the 
Germans, “but peace will soon be 
signed and then it would be all right.’ 

“ ‘Has it océurred to you,’ asked 
Gen. Dickman, ‘that even in peace 
you might not be wanted?’ 

“‘"Not be wanted?’ cried the Ger- 
mans. ‘Why not?’ 

“And they went away utterly per- 
plexed by the mere suggestion. Now, 

that is true of the German people 
as a whole. Defeated? Not they! 
Peace’ Of course, but an agreed on 
peace. They explain it in this way: 

“It is quite true that you came in- 
to the war, and that when you did 
come in possibility of victory for us 
ceased, and the signing of the armi- 
stice, with the consequence of peace, 
resulted. You beat us, it may even 
be said. 

“*But you didmt come in a bellig- 
erent, you came in as a neutral. That 
was Von Tirpitz’s doing, and we shall 
never forgive him for it. And it 
wasn't a military peace that we 
agreed to make. It wasn't dictated 
by a victor, for there wasn't any vic- 
tor. 

“*VYour President said, “Here are 
14 points on which it is possible to 
discuss peace."’ We looked them over 
nnd said, “Why, that’s the kind of 
peace we can make; that’s the kind 
of peace we want.” 

“ "Then the allies looked them over 
and said, “That's the kind of a peace 
we can make; that’s the kind of a 
peace we want."’ And so that’s the 
kind of a peace that is being made. 
It is an American peace, and surely 
we can look upon the people that 
made it possible as our friends. Oh, 
they may not think of themselves as 
our friends just now, but that will 
s00n pass, and they willl be our} 
friends again as they were in the 
past.’ 

All Look to U. 8, With Hope. 

“There's nothing,” said Dr. Howe, 
“that can make the German under- 
stand that this may not be so.

man daily press were not ‘honored 
by the receipt of onfide com 
munications, orders and prohibitions 
from the censorship authorities, cal 
culated to limit free expression of 
opinion on the most vital questions 
and ultimately to threttle it.” 

The Germans, for instance, were 
never to be charged with conducting

ally—Business employs 30,000 per-

OS ANGELES is the film center of this country 
and presumably the greatest motion pic- 
ture city in the world. Certainly one 
gets that impression from talking with 
anyone in the picture business in the 
City of Gelatine Stars. There are so 
many people in or trying to get in the 

movies in Los Angeles that it is almost impossible to 
get off the train without stepping upon one. 

There are some 30,000 people regularly employed in 
the motion picture industry in and about Los Angeles. 
And since approximately 8&5 per cent of the picture 
plays filmed in America are made here it will be seen 
that the industry cannot be dismissed with a shrug of 
the shoulders and a couple of “humphs.” The moving 
picture industry is the leading industry of Los Angeles, 
which is more or less synonymous with Southern Cali- 
fornia. This is not a guess or the estimate of anyone 
in the picture game. It is a fact, vouched for by the 
Los Angeles Chamber of Commerce. 

This year some 50,000 carloads of citrus fruits will be 
shipped eastward from Los Angeles. At $2000 per car, 
that means a hundred million dollar erop. But the 
1%19 crop of motion picture plays will top this by many 
millions. And though there will be many “lemons” 
among the hundreds of photoplays, it is safe to say 
that the citrus crop will be a greater offender in this 
respect. 

Naturally it is rather difficult to estimate the exact 
value of the annual product of the 38 studios that are 
turning out film plays. Some films are worth a mil- 
lion the moment they are completed. Others, even 
more costly to manufacture, are not worth a nickel— 
and | am not speaking metaphorically. But the Los 
Argeles Chamber of Commerce is on record that films 
worth between one hundred and fifty and two hundred 
million dollars are manufactured annually there. From 
which it will be seen that the motion picture industry 
is the ‘life’ as well as the ‘life of Southern 
California. 

To be sure, the shipyards at San Pedro, which is in 
the corporate limits of Los Angeles. were trying to turn 
out about a bundred and twent) million 
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worth of cargo carriers. But this was a war measure, 
compared to which even a motion picture company is 
a permanent institution. And now that the labor 
unions have limited the riveters to 259 rivets per day, 
it will probably take several years to complete the ex- 
isting contracts. There is no other manufacturing. 
The majority of the 38 moving picture studios in the 
Los Angeles district are located in Hollywood, one of 
the suburbs. Some of them cover dozens of acres and 
employ 500 or 600 people regularly throughout the year. 
Others occupy a mere shed and a vacant lot—but all 
are in operation and every 


month new studios are 
built. Why are the majority of the studios in Holly- 
wood? And why are practically all the studios in 


America in Southern California? The answer is sim- 
ple. It is cheaper to make movies there than any place 
ou earth. 

In the first place, it is possible to ‘‘shoot ’—the tech- 
nical term for filming a scene—365 days of the year. 
Even in the rainy season it is possible to work “on 
location,’ as exterior filming is called. And there is 
no snow. In the second place, the sunlight is steadier 
—and of more consistent intensity—than anywhere

else in America. Thirdly, as a clergyman would say, 
every variety of scenery is available within an hour’s 
ride. The ocean, the mountains, the plains, lakes, big 
cities, villages, deserts—in fact, there is hardly any 
scenic background that cannot be found within short 
automobile travel of any studio. All of which, coupled 
with amazingly cheap living conditions, makes Los 
Angeles a natural film producing center. One by one 
the companies operating studios in the vicinity of New 
York are moving their plants to Hollywood, and it is 
said to be only a question of a few months before prac- 
tically every photoplay in America will be made there. 
As America is supplying the film market of the world, 
Los Angeles is certain to become a brighter word in 
the lexicon of the live ones. 

Hollywood, like Topsy, just growed. Ten years ago 
it was a howling wilderness with a solitary bungalow. 
Today it is the largest actor colony in the world— 
and the only howling heard is in the studios where the 
directors are at work. Two-thirds of the 30,000 in- 
hibitants are connected with the motion picture indus- 
try in one way or another. There are not more than 
4) actors and actresses in all of Southern California, 
despite the popular impression to the contrary. For

the art of acting, so called, does not require the player 
folk to be numerically in the majority. As in the war 
game, there are at least six men back of the line for 
every one at the front. 

As a combination residential and manufacturing 
district Hollywood is not bad. On the other hand, one 
would be justified in passing the comment “not good.” 
Still, it is different from any other collection of houses 
in the world, which is to be expected, since most of the 
houses have their attics as well as their basements on 
the first floor. Hollywood is the only place I know of 
where middle class folk ride to work in twin sixes and 
where owners of Rolls-Royces eat in self-serve places. 
I use the word eat advisedly. It is impossible to dine 
in public anywhere in Hollywood, or Los Angeles, for 
that matter. This is the home of the cafeteria, and 
while you are there vou have to do as the Angelenes do. 

The first evening | arrived in the City of Gelatine 
Stars I slipped into a dinner coat. Four days of United 
States Railroad Administration had whetted my 
appetite, to put it mildly. I was prepared for a ban- 
quet. Instead of getting anything to eat, I was ac- 
costed by several people at the Hotel Alexandria. They 
asked me for tables. My expanse of white shirt had 
caused them to mistake me for the new head waiter 
from New York. I did not know, as I know now, that 
nobody wears evening clothes in Los Angeles. Soft 
collars and caps are de rigueur day and night—and, 
incidentally, the dinner hour is half past 6, with tooth- 
picks at 7.

Brave in the peaceful shades of Wesleyan, where she 
was buried the same day she died, July 18, 1887. 

Chesterton, Ind., so far as population is concerned, 
is not a great deal more important today than it 
was in the summer of 1887. This unpretentious town 
les about 41 miles from Chicago, on the Lake Shore 
read. Even in that early day the village had a good- 
sized Methodist church and a representative congre- 
gation. The pastor was a rather young, good-looking 
man. One of the deacons, George Beck, had a daugh- 
ter, who took a very active part in the affairs of 
the conrregation, particularly in the choir. Miss Susie 
was young and very attractive and had no lack of 
admirers. In June of that year the Rev. William T. 
A. West disappeared after showing signs of great 
perturbation, and the town gasped. The next day 
Chesterton received another shock when word went 
round that Susie Beck was also missing. 

An alarm was given and the-deacons sent out a re- 
quest for a search in Chicago. The wife and four 
sniall children of-the minister wére given all the 
comfort possible by the kindly-disposed neighbors, 
who assured her that all would come out right in the 
end. And the very next month it looked for a time 
as if Mrs. West’s prayers had been answered, for her 
wissing spouse did return with a plausible explanation, 
which was accepted and even won him much sympathy. 
But this was after Susie Beck had been laid to rest 
in Wesleyan Cemetery, on the outskirts of St. Louis, 
with enough arsenic in her body to cause the deaths 
of a half-dozen persons. West said nothing about St. 
Louis when he returned to Chesterton with a story 
that his wanderings had led him to Chicago, and that 
a “nervous breakdown” had caused his strange be- 
havior. He admitted that he had seen Miss Beck in 
Chicago, and heartlessly intimated to the girl's mother 
that she might have “gone to the bad,” as he had 
seen her in company with a man he did not know. 

It was June,. 1887, when West and Susie came to St. 
Louis and took rooms at 713 North Jefferson avenue, 
He introduced himself as Thomas Abbott and his com- 
panion as his wife. They seemed to be a loving couple, 
and had scarcely moved their trunk inside before they 
began asking for directions as to the location of a 
Methodist church. They were directed to the Glas- 
gow Avenue Church, and soon opened up a line of 
communication. As West did not have much money 
he found it necessary to go to work. Through kindly 
disposed persons whom he met at the church he found 
employment at the silver plating works conducted by 
Degge & Musick, 113 South Eighth street. There he 
unfolded a sad story. He said he was a theological 
student and had offended his rich parents back in 
New York, because he had married for love and not 
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in accord with the wishes of his purse-proud father. 
His wife, he said, was a poor girl and her people lived 
in Canada. For marrying the girl, whom he affe:tion- 
ately termed “Annie,” he had been turned adrift. All 
he wanted was a chance to earn a livelihood 

As he professed to have a workable knowledge of 
the chemistry necessary in the plating business, he 
was given employment. He also told his benefactor 
that he planned to resume his theological studies to 
fit himself for the ministry, and to that end purposed 
to save a liberal part of his earnings. The head of the 
plating establishment was only too happy to help in 
the realization of this ambition. 

Hardly a month had elapsed before the ministerial- 
looking attache of the works disappeared, and then 
came a letter which filled his employer with alarm. 
It read: 


“St. Louis, July 19, 1887.—Dear Mr. Degge: Before 
you receive this I expect to be beyond the environment 
of life. The inclosed letter, which I have just discoy- 
ered, has crushed my spirit and | feel that I cannot 
live. I trust God * * * Yours sincerely, 

“THOMAS ABBOTT.” 

The accompany letter, which purported to have been 
written by his companion and which subsequently 
was found to be a very clumsy forgery, was as fol- 
lcws: 

“My Dear Husband: I am going to do something 
which I know will make you sad; but, my dear, do 
not feel bad when you find me dead. I! have caused you 
so much trouble that I cannot live thinking of how 
you suffer. Tell: mother | die happy and she must 
not fret. Lovingly, ANNIE.” 


Degge’s sympathy was aroused, and he called in the 
arsistance of the police to apprehend Abbott before he 
could carry out his implied threat to destroy himself. 
Though a search was made, no trace of the missing 
theologian could be found. Inquiry at the house 
elicited the information that the poor young bride 
was dead, and she was taken out the same day and 
buried in Wesleyan Cemetery. 

The fact that there was such haste in the funeral 
arrangements aroused suspicion among newspaper re- 
porters, who had been treating the entire occurrence 
as a “sob feature.’ The burial permit was looked up, 
and it disclosed the information that death was due 
to hear: failure, following an attack of acute cholera 
morbus: and besides, it was attested by a physician of 
standing. The woman who kept the boarding place, and 
who to some extent shared the confidence of the young 
woman, said she had never heard a suggestion of sui- 
cide. This strengthened the suspicion that there was 
something queer. In his dealings with St. Louis peo- 
ple, West never mentioned Chesterfon, Ind.; conse- 


among officials the order was finally 
issued 10 days after the hurried funeral. 
The body of Susie Beck was disinterred and taken to 
the morgue, where an autopsy was conducted. \n 
analysis made by Dr. C. Luedeking, then in charge of 
the laboratory at Washington University, settled all 
doubt as to what had caused the death of the unfor- 
tunate girl. Part of the contents of the package found 
by Degge had reached the destination intended by the 
murderer. The development work incident to the 
establishment of this crime was given widespread pub- 
licity, and some of the Chicago newspapers got to 
Chesterton. West saw them first and disappeared 
again—this time for good. As soon as the body was 
taken from the grave a representative of the congre- 
gation back in Chesterton came to St. Louis to investi- 
gate. He wired back for the arrest of West, but the 
message arrived after the preacher had decamped. 

Then came the chase. Rewards were offered by 
Missouri and Indiana; and in addition the little city 
where Susie Beck was born and reared raised a fund 
to encourage the pursuit. West was traced to To- 
ronto by St. Louis detectives and from there to Buf- 
lao and elsewhere. The last definite clew had him in 
Michigan, and though detectives ran down that in- 
formation they did not come back with West. They 
were close to him several times, but he was most elu- 
sive and kept well out of the toils. 

When West made his first disappearance from Ches- 
terton he wrote home from Chicago an incoherent letter 
which later was of service in confirming his plea of a 
“nervous breakdown.” In this letter he did not men- 
tion Susie Beck. When he made ‘his reappearance 
there on July 20, just two days after the hasty in- 
terment in St. Louis, a letter was received by ithe 
Becks with a Chicago postmark, purporting to be 
from the missing girl. This conveyed the information 
that she did not elope with the minister; that she had 
seen him but once, and that he had then advised her 
to return to her parents. She added that she had 
promised to do so. That West was sure he had cov- 
ered his tracks and that the St. Louis “Abbott” would 
not embarass him can be gathered from an incident 
after he returned home. He learned that the local 
paper had associated his disappearance with that of 
the deacon’s daughter, and professed to be very in- 
dignant. He sought the editor and demanded an i:n- 
mediate correction of the story; and also asked certain 
leaders in his church to use their good offices in the 
same direction. The editor refused to retract. When 
the news of the investigation in progress in St. l.ouis 
began to drift into Chesterton West became very 
nervous, though he professed to have no interest in 
the affair of Thomas Abbott. When he discovered that 
the town had designated John C. Coulter to go to Sst. 
Louis and make an investigation he delayed no longer, 
He left at night, while his wife and children silent.

Reports in recent vears show that in settling freight 
claims for property) lost or damaged, the rail- 
roads have paid out more than 2 per cent of the gross 
freight revenue. A very large part of this loss was 
due to the raids of car robbers. A recent report from 
the Property Protection Section of the United States 
Railroad Administration showed that of the 14,114 ar- 
rests made in diffe from April 1, 1918, to 
Feb. 1, 1919, 5475 railroad employes. The Fed- 
eral statutes make it a felony to steal from a car in in- 
terstate transit, and these cases are tried in the United 
States courts. The Federal grand juries for the Eastern 
District of Missouri and the Southern District of Hf 
nois, which have jurisdiction in the St. Louis-Kast St. 
Louis districts, have been kept busy with these cases 
and have found many indictments. The last grand jury 
for this district alone named more than 100 offenders, 
and there are many awaiting trial under informations 
issued some time ago. The crowded condition of the 
St. Louis docket has made it difficult to push the 
cases, but with the appointment of an additional Judge, 
the protective machinery of the roads is hopeful -of 
further increasing the population of the penitentiary. 
ln the past nine months fully 65 per cent of the prop- 
erty stolen was recovered. Nearly 10,000 robbers were 
convicted in Federal courts and given sentences 
amounting to 3170 years.

OVERNMENT secret service men who 
have been handling the case of Charles 
Logan, negro counterfeiter of $5 and $10 
ills, have ig ssed it along to the psychol- 
Ogists. It Was too deep for them: and 
since he admitted his offenses and seemed 
willing to plead guilty when the court was 
ready for that stage in the proceedings, they unloaded 
this dark-skinned and thick-lipped enigma on those 
who deal in such contradictions and elements of mys- 
tery as are disclosed in his remarkable case. 

In the first place, this negro, who cannot read and 
who declares that he attended school but 30 days in 
his entire life, produced counterfeit bills that were 
passed with apparent ease in the neighborhood of the 
National Stockyards in East St. Louis. In the making 


of these notes he had nothing but pen and ink, a sup-s, 


pls of colored chalk crayons bought at a 10-cent store, 
a bottle of wash blue and a tablet of unlined linen 
paper which cost a dime. With this supply of crude 
ruaterials he turned out a $5 bill which, in the opinion 
of such an authority as Stephen A. Connell, in charge, 
of the United States secret service for the St. Louis 
district, was well calculated to “get by” in a great 
many places, without question. 

All the great counterfeiters of history who have 
employed their talents in the production of notes and 
bills have been high class engravers, as it takes an 
urtist in this respect to reproduce the work of the 
skilled specialists who supply the copper plates from 
which the bills are printed by the Bureau of Printing 
aud Engraving. But in the case of the negro Logan, 
no time was spent on plates or engravings. He just 
got his stock from the counters of a 10-cent emporium 
and got busy. From his own tale, it took him just 
five and a half days to produce two $10 bills and three 
o: the $5 denomination. A glance at both sides of a 
$10 national bank note and a $5 Federal Reserve Bank 
bill—for these were his models—will convey some idea 
of the task that was ahead of this full-blooded negro 
when he started out on his plan of providing some 
“easy money,” as he terms it. He did not -regard it as 
a difficult undertaking, but, on the contrary, said it 
was ‘jess as easy as fallin’ offen a log.” 

This “freak,” as he is iisted in the record of the case 
prepared by the Government's agents, will have to be 
content with a classification unto himself. There is 
no other case like it in the large and varied literature 
of couriterfeiting, and this apparent isolation neither 
excites awe nor occasions any notions of self-grandeur 
in this wooly-headed son of Ham. He just grins and 
says he is not a counterfeiter; that he ‘‘jess nachally 
likes to draw things.” When he was seized after 
an exciting chase at Venice, where he was caught by 
a negro saloon keeper on whom he and a companion 
named Charley Johnson had just passed one of the 
bills. he was badly scared 
an’ refused to partake of 
- food the first day he spent 
behind the bars in the Kast 
€t. Louis police station. 
‘hen he gathered up his 
nerve and told everything 
about his debut in this new 
and exacting field of crime. GO? 
lie was confronted with his 
record, his Bertillon meas- 
urements and photograph 
as soon as he was taken to 
the station, and this showed 
that he had served an inde- 
terminate sentence at Ches- 
ter for robbery. The Parole 
Board caused his release af- 
ter two years. While in prison he did the tasks as- 
signed to him satisfactorily, and was considered a good, 
tractable prisoner. | 

in the reproduction of the $10 bills Logan admitted 
that he did not take as ‘much pains as he did with those 
of the smaller denomination. The national bank note 
had more signatures to duplicate than the reserve 
bank tesue, and, besides, the engraving of Lincoln on 
the latter appealed to him.

He wanted to get a little encouragement, he 
relates, and thought a good tune was just 
what he needed about that time. The negro 
with him took one of the $5 bills, stepped to 
the bar and bought a drink, tendering the 
counterfeit in payment. Wilson suspected 
nothing, accepted the money and placed it 
in his hip pocket with other bills. It was 
then that Johnson's haste led to the down- 
fall of the artistic Logan. When he went 
back to the cabaret section of the saloon, 
Logan was still playing his “encouragement” 
tune and seemed to be having a most enjoy- 
able time. When he did not obey Johnson’s 
suggestion to “beat it,” Wilson took a look 
in the back room and it was then that the 
artist's timid companion bolted through the 
rear door, thereby making good his escape. 
Logan finished the remaining bars of 
“Smiles” and proceeded to try to catch up 
-with the fleeing Johnson, but had negotia- 
ted only part of the McKinley roadway, when 
he fell into the clutches of Wilson, who enforced his 
order to halt with a formidable looking gun. Then it 
was that “Smiles” gave way to gloom for Logan. 


Aside from his astonishing reproduction of bills, 
his gift for music and his “moon spells,” Logan might, 
if given his full due, be entered as a dental mechanic 
of no mean merit. He has three teeth missing from 
the front of his mouth and two of these, being in the 
lewer set and adjoining, make quite a noticeable gap. 
Tce remedy this defect, Logan spent neither time nor 
money, real or counterfeit, with dentists; but brought 
into play what he terms his “giff.” He visited the 
show window of a dental establishment and saw an 
exhibition of false teeth, which included full-sized 
and partial plates, bridges and other 
formations constructed to remedy 


things I don't reckon on. | don't 
know just what it is, but it’s some- 
thing that don't belong dere. I want 
to be a good citizen and keep out of 
trouble, but | jess can't help some- 
times fohgettin’. I belong to the 
Sanctified Church and have been go- 
ing there every time I got a chance, 
but dere am nothin’ doin’ in dat line 
in dis place,’ and he looked about 
his cell with an expression of much 
dissatisfaction. 

Logan says that he spent his early 
boyhood days in Hot Springs, then 
came to St. Louis with his parents 
and lived for some time at Four- 
teenth and Papin streets. He had lit- 
tle opportunity to go to school at 
Hot Springs and not much more in 
St. Louis. All told, he says, he had 
but 30 days in School and learned 
nothing more than his letters. The

assigned by their odd designer and 
manufacturer, and that his aim was 
to supply a disguise. Evidence was 
gathered showing that he sometimes

combination. At his home at 207 Bowman avenue, 
East St. Louis, where he lived with his wife and 
mother, it was learned that he wore no teeth at all 
to fill the yacancies in the natural arrangement. An- 
swering the charges of his prosecutors, Logan said he 
merely wanted to have a week-day plate and a dif- 
ferent adjustment for Sunday. He informed the Gov- 
ernment’s men that he used no tools beyond a chisel, 
hemmer, jack-knife and cloth for polishing the fin- 
ished products. He added that if he had the tools 
and materials he could make as good a layout of false 
teeth as any dentist in the profession. He was very 
positive in assuring his questioners during his ex- 
amination that he did not get the teeth to disguise 
himself and prevent identification in the event of his 
arrest in connection with the circulation of his wares; 
he “jess’ wanted to make a better appearance when 
he went abroad in public, 

That this negro, who has occasioned so much won- 
derment among the Government experts in all mat- 
ters pertaining to the manufacture and distribution of 
“illegal” tender, is a marvel at drawing things, be- 
sides signatures, busts, seals and other distinguishing 
marks, including the silk thread lines in the paper 
he used in his work, was demonstrated during the 
few days he spent in the East St. Louis “holdover” 
before his removal to the Danville jail. He drew pic- 
tures of the turnkey, porter and other attaches, and 
these were pronounced good likenesses by those he 
essayed to portray. He also gave many exhibitions of 


his manner of copying letters and showed how he

‘Josie Fifer’s duty not only to tabulate and care for 
these relics, but to refurbish them when necessary. 
The sewing was done by a little corps of assistants
